Bond Question Thrashed Out. 

The question of bend was argued before 
Judge Burke in the Criminal court 4s 
goon as the indictments had been re- 
turned.

mour Cohen, and William C. Cunnea. 

Assistant State's Attorzey Case said he 
hed gone over the question of bond care- 
fully with State's Attorney Hoyne and 
as a result of this conference he thought 
the bonds-in conspiracy cases should be 
$5,000, in the malicious mischief cases 
$5,000, and in extortion $2,500. The law- 
yers considered the bonds thus sugsemted 
exorbitant. 

“ Tf these fifty-four men were compelled 


to give $5,000 bonds in the conspiracy and | 


malicious mischief cases and $2,500 in the 
cases of extortion,” Mr. Comerford said, 
“the total bond would amount to over 
$8,000,000; and, since under the law the 
amount of surety must be twice that of 
the bond, these working men would have 
to obtain bondsmen worth $16,000,000. 
Their bondemen would have to be Carne- 
gies or Rockefellers. Evidently the 
@tate’s attorney's office takes these de- 
fendants for millioneires.” 


_ Cunnea Criticizes Bond. 

Mr. Cunnea declared that $5,000 was the 
highest bond ever asked in cases of ma- 
licious mischief. : 

“Some of these cases of malicious mis- 
chief have bordered closely on murder,’ 
was Mr. Case’srejoinder. “ The evidence 
before the grand jury showed that Fred 
Mader was one of the boldest and most 
vicious gunmen ever in Chicago.’ 

“There is no danger of any of these 
indicted men running away,’ said Mr. 
Short. “If they ran away the Ishbor

A Elbe Men Urged to Jol 
Army; Conscription De- 
pends on Replies, 


LONDON, Dec. 3-~—In an appeal ad- 
dressed to “all men of military age in 
the United Kingdom," Lord Derby, direc- 
tor of recruiting, says the recruiting 
campaign is coming to an end and “* by 
Dec. 11 we shall know whether the men 
of the United Kingdom between the ages 
of 19 and 40 are prepared to give the army 
the forces it requires."’ 

The appeal concludes by urging every 
eligible man to join the army “ and show 
his country that he puts its interests 
before his own; to show the world, allies, 
neutrals, and enemies alike, that there are 
hundreds of thousands of its citizene who 
are ready to fight for it.” 


Labor Also Makes Appeal... 
The joint labor recruiting committee 
piso has issued an appeal to “the free 
mien of Great Britain,”’ to “ justify the 
faith of the nation in its voluntary sys 
tem and enroll themselves at once in the 
‘great voluntary army which stands be- 
tween us and the loss of our rights and 
liberty.”*

If his rider does not look 
after him it may be too late when it is 
discovered by others that proper -care 
has not béen taken. Like the infantry 
soldier, he must know how to make his 
rations last when away from the troop 
mess, or when conditions are such that 
the troop meéss is not in operation. In 
the same way he must be able to see that 
his horse is properly fed when he is 
away from his troop officers on detached 
service of some kind, as is frequently |° 
the lot of the cavalry soldier. 

Like’ all soldiers, he bas to learn to 
take and obey orders without feeling 
that it is not beneath his dignity as an 
American citizen. 

Like all other soldiers, he must have 
such confidence !n his ability to use his 
weapons unde all thé conditions which 
may arise that he will never hesitate in 
oppésing himself vigérously and deter- 
minedly to whatever enemy may present 
himeelf. 

Above all, he must learn that attitude 
of mind, commonly called discipline, 
which makes him always, no matter 
what the conditions, respond readily. to 
the wishes of his leaders with complete 
forgetfulness of self and no other desire 
than to carry out to his uttermost ability 
whatever he has been told « ¢5.

Von Bernstorff Advises Berlin. 


' Whatever may be the true explanation 
of the move, there was a conference be- 
tween Secretary Lansing and the am- 
bassador last Tuesday morning and 
Count von Bernstorff immediately left 
for New York and sent a wireless mes- 
sage to Berlin conveying the recueat for 
the recall. He also broke the news tothe 
attachés and other German officials in 
New York. 

When Secretary Lansing reported de- 
velopments to the cabinet today. it was 
the opinion of the members that Germany 
would not delay in complying with the 
president’s request. If the order of recall 
should not be forthcoming before the mid- 
dle of next week, however, the situation 
would become complicated. If Germany 
should ignore the request, the president, 
it is asserted, would direct that the at- 
tachés be given their passports.: 


No Request for Safe Conduct. 
No request has been made of the allies 
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France will refuse, although the attachés 
are military officers of their enemy. 

German officials are greatly wrought 
up over the action of the president and 
are predicting that the relations of Wash- 
ington and Berlin will aot be improved 
thereby. 


When Boy-Dé and Von Papen go the 
United Statee will have sent home four 
officials of the Germanic powers. The 
circumstances of the recall of Dr. Dumba, 
the Austrian ambassador, are fresh in 
the public mind. The first Teutonic ofi- 
cial sent home, however, wes Wolff von 
Loehneysen, German consul at Seattle. 
He wrote a letter to an American army 
officer asking him to resign and enlist in 
the German army. 

That this is not the end of the program 
of ridding the country of undesirabl 
agents of the belligerents is asserted by 
administration officials. Secretary Lan- 
sing indicated today that the fate of Von 
Nuber, the Austrian consul genera! at 
New York, depends upon further consid- 
eration of the charges against him. 

According to one high administration 
official, the precise nature of the charges 
against Boy-Ed and Von Papen are being 
kept a secret for the reason that they 
involve several extrem: 'y important al- 
leged plots which are now being investi- 
gated. A grand jury is considering one of 
the cases involving Boy-Ed and Von Ps- 
pen and indictments of several Americans 
and foreignrs is expected within the next 
fortnight.

WHERE COURAGE IS NEEDED. 
Was there something precipitate in the adjourn- 
ment taken by the civil service commission about to 
consider the heinous case of B, J. McMahon, a city 
pookkeeper, when Attorney John 8. Miller appeared 


for the defense, or was this merely the trick of a ; 


defective imagination? 

Mr. McMahon is a director on the board of a 
seditious organization known ag the Civil Service 
Reform association, an unlawful association of lean 
and conspiring citizens, known in the city hall as 
determined to have the gutters running red and to 


‘have even the head of Bill the Magnificent. 


A city bookkeeper. discovered in association with 
such a Dantonian crew, which scribbles wretched 
letters to Bill the Big and. fills the public prints 
with outcries against the government. ought to be 
sent to the galleys for life. The only imaginable 
reason that he was not was that Mr. Miller sud- 
denly appeared to defend him. : 

We implore the civil service commission to buck 
up and not consult cold feet or be guided by tremors. 
About as much confidence is reposed in this august 
body as is given a grocery egg in January, and if a 
sign of weakness appears the mob will be upon the 
city hall. . ; 


SLUSH FUNDS. 


There are two principles involved in the police 
slush fund case. They are antagonistic, put both 
are sound. One is that policemen must not be per- 
mitted to make collections of money wherever it 
can be obtained for their own needs, The other is 
that a public servant shall not be exposed without 
protection to dangers incident to his work. 

A fund was raised for the defense of policemen 
‘accused of corrupt practices. It is an unreasoned 
conclusion to hold that this was itherently vicious. 
Such a conclusion demands the presumption that: 
any policeman who can ‘be accused of any crime is 
guilty and that his defense is merely an attempt to 
avoid justice. Undoubtedly that opinion prevails, 
but it cannot be countenanced in theory. 

If Chicago ever is to have a good force the Monest 
policeman must know that he is not ruined the first 
time an effort is made to get his job. In some cases 
the only protection must be a costly defensive ac- 
tion in court, and to make the policeman bear that 


expense personally is only to accomplish his ruin 


in another way. 

To contend that an adequate defense {s a con- 
travention of justice would be to set up in the case 
of public servants a theory not tolerated in any 
other case. Inasmuch as the city cannot under- 
take the defense of its police when they are brought 
into the Criminal court by the state’s attorney with- 
out seeming to try to shield its guilty agents, any 
defense fund must be of a private nature. 

It is contrary to public policy to permit the 
policemen to solicit money at their will. We know 
how quickly such solicitation would become extor- 
tion and how soon it would result in the sale of 
privilege to break law. But if a defense fund be 
theoretically legitimate, the point of antagonism- 
between two sound principles must concern the 
method of collection, and that can be taken care 


_ of by suitable regulation. 


For reasons that are as old as police departments, 
the public says “ guilty” as soon as a policeman 
is accused of a crime, but the force will not be 
improved by,exposing it to the stratagems of crooks 
or the manipulation of politicians. 


SPOILING OUR FAVORITES. 
_ A correspondent of Tax Tarsung complains that 
criticiam of Mr. Ford; Mr. Bryan, Miss Addams, 
Mr. Edison, and all the rest of our American super- 
persons is distinctly unfair. ‘The newspapers, he 


. asserts, have made them what they are. Wheo- 


ever anything happens reporters’ go to them, de- 
manding opinions, which are duly printed on the 
first page if they are interesting enough.

age in food supplies. 

Germany is in position to listen considerately to 
any suggestions of peace which may be made by 
the entente. In Europe Germany and her allies 
are in possession of all the disputed grounli, and if 
her enemies wish to enter a peace conference with 
things arranged as they are at present Germany 
ean afford to be at least complacent. She can af- 
ford to go further and to provoke a consideration 
of the desirability of peace. 

What more can be done by Germany within any 
reasonable estimate of cost? To take more French 
territory would be hideously costly. To go further 
into Russia would not reach a nerve center of that 
empire, and it would be monstrously expensive. 
An attack upon the Briticeh empire through Persia 
or Arabia is a magnificent military dream. Ger- 
many has won already in France, Belgium, Poland, 
Courland, and Serbia more than she expects ul- 
timately to keep. Why not peace now if the’ en- 
tente powers be willing to stop? 

But what policy permits it to be understood that 
the German people are finding the war inconvenient 
in their internal economy? Is ft to convey the im- 
pression that Germany, although victorious, {s so 
much touched by war's hardships that a peace 
upon terms considerate of the enemy’s honor and 
not damaging to materia! interests might be reached 
in conference?

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HAZARDS OF HAT MAKING. 

HE shakes is one of the penalties 
that a man pays for being a hat- 
maker. Early in the process of 
making a hat the fur is treated with 
- nitrate of mercury. From that point 
on those who work with the felt on its 
way to be made into a hat are breathing 
an atmosphere of mercuri: lized dust and 

handling a mixture of fur and mercury. 

Some escape injury altogether. Some 
soak about eo full and then go to the 
springs and sweat it out. Some stand to 
the rack and pay the penalty. 

A part of the penalty is the shakes. A 
finger will begin to shake. Then a hand 
is dnvolved. The trembling involves both 
hands, the head, neck, shoulders, and 
tongue. Finally even the legs may begin 
to shake and jerk. 

This trembling is one of the well known 
signs of mercury poisoning. But even ae 
better knowm sign of mercury poisoning 
is salivation. One of the ways in which 
a large proportion of hat makers pay for 
the privilege is by gingivitis. In old fash- 
toned phrase, they are salivated. The 
_teeth are black and many are loose. The 
gums are soft and spongy and some of 
them show a blue line. Many have the 
fetid breath so characteristic of saliva- 
tion. Some lose pieces of bone, some- 
time pieces of Jawbone, and sometimes 
bone from other parts of the body. 

A very large percentage have Bright's 
disease. . 

~- 

About 14 per cent of the hat makers ex- 
amined by the New York City health de- 
partment were suffering from mercurial 
poisoning. But shakes and other mani- 
festations of mercury poisoning were not 
all that a man endured for the privilege 
of being a hat maker. In common with 
those who make fur garments, gloves and 
caps, the hatters worked in an atmosphere 
reecking with dust. The dust is a mixture 
of hair, sand, and dirt. In few work 
places is the air as dirty as in a fur estab- 
lishment. In consequence of this the 
workers pay for the privilege of working 
by having high rates of disablement from 
asthma, consumption, pneumonia, bron- 
chitis, and colds. 

They work in afearful din. Somewhere 
about 14 per cent were hard of hearing 
and a small number were totally deaf. 
In certain stages of the process the bare 
hands, or at least the fingers, were in so- 
lutions of dyes or other chemicals all day. 
About 5 per cent of the workers in furs 
had eczema of the hands. Suppuration 
around the root of the nails was frequent. 

Out of the investigation. there grew a 
score of rules intended to decrease the 
hazard of being a hat maker or a worker 
in fure. In the main they related to three 
cardinal points. The workshops are to be 
made less noisy by equipping the ma- 
chines with silencers. The danger of mer- 
cury poisoning is to be lessened and the 
skin troubles prevented by requiring the 
men to wear rubber gloves. Ample and 
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convenient washing facilities are to be In- 
stalied. And, finally, the air ie to be kept 
cleaner. This is to be done by means of 
vacuum cleaning.

8. First, be certain that the child has no 
organic disease. Then keep him playing with 
other children. Active games are necessary, 
but muscular activity ia not the only, or even 
the most important, requisite. The grentest 
peed ig that the boy get a line on himeeif. 
Thies he can best do by play which develops co- 
operation. Competition as.a feature of these 
games is also desirable. Such a boy should 
play with boys of his age or 4 little older. He 
must not play with children who allow him 
the center of the stage.

If you are not to be operated on about 
the best policy for you is one of saving money in 
two ways. First, spend less for food—about the 
beet way to treat liver disease and a good way 
to treat some formes of gal) bladder disease.

ment which has now spread to all parts 
of the world, is playing in the present 
war. 

The fact of the matter is that Sir Rob- 
ert, the arch grand master of all boy 
scouts, has been serving for the last four- 
teen months on the staff of Field Marshal 
Sir John French in France, as head of his 
intelligence department; that is to say, 
occupying a post for which he is par- 
ticularly well suited, both by nature and 
by training. 

Any doubts on the subject will be set 
at rest by his recently published volumes 
of “ Reminiscences,” and also on the 
art of espionage, in which latter work 
he gives a most entertaining account of 
his wonderfully varied experiences while 
engaged in obtaining information, both 
in times of peace and in those of war, 
concerning the military affairs and stra- 
tegical features of many foreign coun- 
tries. 

Sir Robert has been a frequent visitor 
to the United States and Canada, having 
often come across the Atlantic in connec- 
tion with the boy scout movement on this 
side of the ocean, 

The recent stories printed concerning 
the descent of President Wilson's bride 
from Pocahontas and John Rolfe, serve 
to recall the odd controversy in which the 
general became involved tn the United 
States, at the time of the Jamestown 
celebration some years ago. Sir Robert, 
in addition to his numerous other talents, 
ig an extremely clever sculptor, and 
availed himself of the celebratign to pre- 
sent to the state of Virginia a very strik- 
ing bust of Capt. John Smith, the work of 
his chisel, 
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In offering this bust to the state of 
Virginia, Baden-Powell intimated, : both 
in speeches and in letters, especially in 
the one conveying the gift, that he was a 
* lineal descendant "’ of the famous cap- 
tain, to whom he repeatedly referred as 
his ancestor. . 

This claim on his part would have been 
allowed by the state legislature'of Vir- 
ginia and embodied in the latter’s vote of 
thanks for the gift, had it not been for 
the vigorous protest of the president of 
the Historical Society of Virginia, who 
drew attention to the fact that Capt. John 
Smith never married—not even Poca- 
hontas. Indeed, the alleged marriage be- 
tween the two is shown to have never 
got beyond the stage of mere design. 

The president of the Virginia Historical 
society produced plenty of evidence of a 
contemporary and convincing character 
to show that Capt. John Smith of James- 
town celebrity lived and died “ a lonely 
bachelor." 

This is confirmed by his last will and 
testament, dated Jen. 20, in the second 
year of the reign of Charles I., and which, 
still on file at Somerset house, the gov- 
ernment registry department in Lon- 
don, declares that being “ without issue 
or helr,”’ he bequeathe his property to 
his friend, ‘‘ Thomas Packer, Esquior, one 
of the clerkes of his majesty’s privy 
seale.”” And also “ My coate of armes.”’ 
By the game document Capt. John Smith 
leaves legacies to Sir Sumuel Saltonstall, 
another friend, and to Thomas Packer’s 
wife Joan, and to his daughter Eleanor. 

Since Capt. John Smith, therefore, died 
as a bachelor, bequeathing not only his 
property but also his armorial bearings, 
to his friend Thomas Packer, it follows 
that Gen. Sir Robert Baden-Powell, the 
gallant defender of Mafeking through 
ita long siege during the Boer war, cannot 
be the captain's lingal descendant, and it 
is equally difficult to understand how, 
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years of age, and without any com- 


ahi 

under the circumstances, “ B. P.”’ can 
make good his claim to use the coat of 
arms of John Smith on the plea of 
descent.

Sir Fairfax Cartwright, who has just 
succeeded to the ancestral estate of Ayn- 
hoe, on the borders of Oxfordshire and 
Northamptonshire, where his forbears 
have been seated for hundreds of years, 
was until a couple of years or so ago. 
British ambassad ¢ at Vienna, a post for 
which he had been more especially desig- 
nated by Edward VIL. who held him in 
very high esteem and regard. 

Although with a strong strain of Ger- 
man blood in his veins, Sir Fairfax dis- 
tinguished himself by his determined 
opposition to the policy of Emperor Wil- 
liam, and, keenly alive to the inevitable 
character of the war which broke out in 
the sumnter of last year, he sought by 
every means in his power to obstruct 
German intrigues at Vienna, until he 
became an object of particular aversion 
to the court and’ government of Berlin. 
He was all the more a dangerous foe in 
their eyes by reason of his great popu- 
larity in the Austrian great world, and 
also with the members of the imperial 
family, thanks to his being a Roman 
Catholic and allied both through his 
grandmother and through his wife to 
some of the oldest mediatized or formerly 
petty sovereign houses of the continental 
aristocracy, such as the Sayn-Wittgen- 
steins, the Thurn-and-Taxis, etc. . 

Emperor William moved heaven and 
earth to bring about his removal from 
Vienna, but without avail, and if Sir 
Yairfax ultimately resigned his post at 
Vienna in 1913, amidst expressions of 
universal regret on the part of the court, 
government, and society, it was entirely 
due to the condition of his eyesight, 
oy had rendered him almost entirely 

nd, 

The Cartwrights were known as the 
Cartwrights of Banbury in the days of 
the Plantagenets and of the Tudor mon- 
archs, and it was not until the beginning 
of the seventeenth century, in the early 
years in the reign of James I., that the 
then head of the family, Richard Cart- 
wright, purchased the Aynhoe estate, 
which is not far removed from Banbury. 
Richard's son married the daughter of 
the famous parliamentary general, the 
second Lord Fairfax. .

Sir Fairfax, like his grandfather before 
him, is indebted for the handle to his 
name to the valuable diplomatic services 
which he has rendered to the nation. 
But otherwise the family is untitled, and 
Sir Mairfax’s father, the late William 
Cornwallis Cartwright, who has just 
been laid to his last rest at the age of 
90, was one of the finest types of the biue- 
blooded English country squire and coun- 
ty magnate of that class which consti- 
tutes the untitled aristocracy of Great 
Britain. 

For some years William Cartwright 
served in the diplomatic service, was a 
great friend of William E. Gladstone and 
of Cavour, and saved Count Szecheny, 
the Hungarian patriot and one of the 
principal leaders of the Magyar rebellion 
of 1849, from imprisonment and ignomini- 
ous death, by smuggling him out of the 
country disguised as his valet. Then 
Cartwright sat for a number of years in 
parliament, where he was regarded as 
one of the principal authorities on foreign 
matters. The outbreak of the present 
war overtook him at Marienbad, and, 80

WHY SINGLE OUT GERMANY? 

Chicago, Dec. 2.—[Bditor of The Trib- 
unme.]—After the recent meeting of the 
National Security league I asked Mr. 
Wood personally why he should advo- 
cate the superiority of our naval force 
with regard to Germany alone. Mr. Wood 
very superciiiousiy declined to be 
“drawn inte a personal controversy ” 
when I called attention to the one-aided- 
ness of his statement of the naval menace 
to the United States, and “ sidestepped "” 
the question altogether. 

I assert without qualification thatin my 
opinion one who adjusts his policy for 
furthering the welfare of this country to 
a consideration of England's continued 
supremacy and fails to feel that the main- 
tenance of our rights againet that country 
is of equal importance with their mainte- 
nance against any and all others falis as 
far short of true patriotism as if that pol- 
icy were in favor of Germany. 

By maintaining an absciutely uncom- 
promising attitude with respect to all 
other nations as possible foes we need 
antagonize no one. But to state a plan 
as prepared with eepecial consideration 
of one possible foe, to single out ong na- 
tien and prepare to defend ourseives ape- 
cifically against possible menace from 
that source, is to arouse the antagonism 
of those whose sympathies incline toward 
that nation and deprive ourselves of the 
added strength of their support. 

In the particular matter at stake 
appears to me peculiarly unfortunate be- 
cause of the fact that of all our citizens 
of foreign birth or extraction none is bet- 
ter fitted because of natural characteria- 
tics and previous tratning to be of imme- 
diate service than the German element, 
They do not ask, nor does any patrict, 
that we should shape our policy with a 
view to favoring Germany to our own 
disadvantage; they do aek, and with jus- 
tice, that Germany should not be singled 
out as the object and occasion of our 
preparedness and that they should rot be 
made the subject of such aspersias as 
haye been launched i endless ficod 
against them since the outbreak o the 
war.

Sir Edwin Pears is unquestion- 
ably the highest living English authority 
on Turkey and the near east. During the 
forty-two ‘years he has lived in Constan- 
tinople he has, witnessed threo. revolu- 
tions, seen three sultang deposed, and the 
establishment of the Young Turk party. 
He has. known most of the public men 
connected with the near east, both native 
Turks and Germans, together with many 
British and American ambassadors; to 
quote the language of the publishers, “* In 
this notable volume he lifts the veil from 
the inner and unwritten history of Con- 
stantinople and the near east.” 
In writing his reminiscences, Sir Bdwin 
Pears has been under the disadvantage 
of depending almost entirely on his mem- 
ae When he was compelled to leave 
Turkey in the middle of December fast, 
he was unable to bring away memoranda 
or books which would have aided him 
with dates and perhaps the correct spell- 
ing of certain names. :

Mrs. Wharton Tells 
How the French Fight. 


BY JEANNETTE L. GILDER. 
N these days it is not unusual 
to have story writers, novel- 
ists, and the like writing, 
’ from the seat of war. Back 
/ in cur own civil war the only 
i writing was done by journal- 
aye tt ists, war correspondents at 
the front, many of them bril- 
Nant writers who made vivid 
pictures of the scenes. From the seat of) 
war now raging in Burope there are more 
novelists writing than there are out and 
out journalists. Among the most distin- 
guished of the former is Edith Wharton, 
whose “ FIGHTING FRANCE" will be 
published this week by the Messrs. Scrib- | 
ner. The book begins with “The Look 
of Paris ” August, 1914, to February, 1915. 
Mrs. Wharton motored into Paris on July 
30, 1914; it was sunset when she reached 
the city’s gates. At this time “ the cur- 
rents of summer life ebbed and flowed 
with a normal beat under the trees of the 
radiating avenues. The great city, so 
made for peace and art and all humanest 
graces, seemed to Ile by her riverside like 
a princess guarded by the watchful giant 

éf the Eiffel tower.’’ 

By the next evening the aspect of the 
city had changed. Sitting at a table in 
one of the open windows in a restaurant 
of the Rue Royale, she saw the strange 
new crowd stream by. In an instant, she 
writes, ‘we were being shown what mo- 
bdiligation was—a huge break in the nor- 
mal flow of traffic like the sudden rupture 
of a dyke.”” Torrents of people are passing 
to and fro to the various railway etations; 
all were afoot and all were carrying their 
own railway baggage. Insidé in the res- 
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taurant the ged coated band poured cut 
patriotic music, while the guests were 
obliged to stand up for the ““Mareseillaise,”’ 
“God Save the King,”’ and the Russian 
National anthem. This was the begin- 
ning; later on,.with the war at its height, 
Mrs. Wharton writes of “ The Tone of 
France.”” The French, she says, hate 
militarism; they find it “ stupid, inartis- 
tic, unimaginative, and enslaving.”’

Whether he treats a minor matter—our 
humor, or a very grave one—our pursuit 
of wealth, he does not somehow put us 
where we belong, 
Any one who has heard after dinner 
speeches, even by those who are reputa- 
bly witty, will be impatient at Mr. Coop- 
ers’ complacent acceptance of what he 
considers our world renowned humor. 
Most of our after dinner speaking is a 
sorry type of humor. So, too, our boast- 
ing of wealth, our thinking in terms of 
gain. The whole spirit of brag im Amer- 
ica is childish, and even silly. The fact is, 
Mr. Copper is himself too American in the 
very way we want America reformed—in 
her shallow thinking, her loud speaking, 
her incessant brag. 
One would think, in reading these pages, 
that we were a nation of latter day saints, 
developed out of work and wealth, where- 
as this very work and weaith of ours has 
developed new types of tyranny, which 
make’ life for the many harder and hard- 
er, What we need is a prophet to show 
us whither we are being led, not one ap-

Facts About Figs. 

O one who can taste a dirt flavoring 

as quickly as peppermint it isa dis- 

appointment to pay 40 or © cents for 

a small pound of fige, in giass, to 

find thereafter that the figs in the 

center are not only poor in quality but of 
upwholesome flavor. 

For sweeping qualities, or what is today 
called roughage, the fig has long been 
considered as'& medicinal agent. A me- | 
dicinal agent should above all things be 
pure andclean. For this reason the only 
gure way to get a sterilized fig is to ser 
ilize it yourself. In this case we might 
as well buy the inexpensive as the expen- 
sive and more dirty and harder to clean. 
It ig better to eat figs than bran bread, 
because the fig ie ‘‘ one of nature's best 
laxatives, mild yet positive in effect,” 
while at the same time it is highly nour- 
ishing, as bran is not. It generally hap- 
pens that the people who need such things 
have so poor an appetite that they do not 
get enough nourishment to supply energy 
for improvement. Then why fll up with 
something not nourishing 

Imitation Pulled Figs. . 
‘Wash the dried, strung figs, at 12 or 15 
cents a pound, quickly in as hot weter as 
the hands can etand, rubbing them: de- | 
tween the fingers carefully to remove dirt, 
then rinse thoroughly in cold water. 
Steam the figs for thirty minutes, then 
use for puddings, jams, candy, etc. For 
the imitation pulled fig pull them into the 
shape of the natural fig, drop them into 
a thin boiling sirup, and let stand, not 
cook, for thirty minutes. For garnishing 
they may be boiled in a thick sirup, but 
this toughens the skin, though when 
drained from the sirup they are bright
